ANATOMICAL GIFT ACTIONS

AN ACT relating to actions arising out of the rendition of services under the uniform

anatomiecal gift Act.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section one hundred forty-two A point eight (142A.8),
Code 1971, is amended as follows:

142A.8 Service but not a sale. The procurement, processing, dis-
tribution or use of whole blood, plasma, blood produects, blood deriva-
tives and other human tissues such as corneas, bones or organs for
the purpose of injecting, transfusing or transplanting any of them
into the human body is declared to be, for all purposes, the rendition
of a service by every person participating therein and, whether or
not any remuneration is paid therefor, is declared not to be a sale
of such whole blood, plasma, blood products, blood derivatives or
other tissues, for any purpose, subsequent to enactment of this sec-
tion. However, any person or entity that renders such service war-
rants only under this section that due care has been exercised and
that acceptable professional standards of care in providing such ser-
vice according to the current state of the medical arts have been
followed. Strict Liability, in tort, shall not be applicable to the rendi-
tion of such service.

CHAPTER 1045
PHYSICIANS’ ASSISTANTS FUND
. F. 1282

AN ACT relating to the creation of a physicians’ assistants fund and making an aﬁpro—

priation therefor.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Chapter one hundred thirty-seven (137), section seven
(7), Acts of the Sixty-fourth General Assembly, First Session, is
amended to read as follows:

Sec. 7. Fees. A fee of ten dollars shall be charged for each appli-
cation to the board by a physician to supervise each physician’s assist-
ant. A fee of fifty dollars shall be charged for each approval initially
granted by the board. Approval shall be limited to one year. The
board may renew an application, and a fee of twenty-five dollars shall
be paid for such renewal. A fee of fifty dollars shall be charged to
each applicant seeking program approval by the board.

Fees required by this section shall be remitted by one department
in the name of the board to the treasurer of state and deposited by
him in the state beoard of medies! examiners fund a special fund
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within the state treasury, hereby created, to be known as the physt-
cians’ assistants fund. Such fees shall be used to finance the provi-
sions of this Act and shall be subieet to the provisions of section ene
hundred ferty-seven peoint one hundred three (147103) ef the Geode:
Heweve%thefeesrequ&edby%h&sAetshaﬂﬂe#bemel&dedmeem-
puting the remainder in exeess of twenty-five thousand doHaxrs in the
state beard of medieal examiners fund es provided in scetion one hun-
dred forty-seven point one hundred three -(14%7:103) of the Code; and
sueh fees shall net revert to the general fund of the state Funds depos-
ited in the physicians’ assistants fund shall be subject to appropriation
by the general assembly.

SEC. 2. There is appropriated from the state board of medical
examiners fund for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1972 and ending
June 30, 1973 the sum of twelve thousand five hundred (12,500) dol-
lars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, which sum shall be
deposited in the physicians’ assistants fund and used to carry out the
provisions of chapter one hundred thirty-seven (187), Acts of the
Sixty-fourth General Assembly, First Session. Fees collected pursu-
ant to section seven (7) of chapter one hundred thirty-seven (187),
Acts of the Sixty-fourth General Assembly, First Session, shall be
held in trust during the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1972 for the
purpose of reimbursing the board of medical examiners fund for funds
appropriated by this section. The board of medical examiners in
making its report to the governor and the general assembly as re-
quired by section six (6) of chapter one hundred thirty-seven (137),
Acts of the Sixty-fourth General Assembly, First Session, shall include
within the report a complete accounting of all fees collected and funds
expended. This information shall be forwarded to the committees on
appropriations of each house of the general assembly for review and
for the purpose of aiding such committees in determining the proper
appropriation required to carry out the physicians’ assistants pro-
gram.,
